Our news editor, invited to tell 
high school journalism class students 
what makes a newspaper click, pro­ 
ceeded to do so.

this, the advertising men do that, the 
circulation men, the m echanical, the 
business office, the m aintenance em­ 
ployees and the independent carriers 
do something else.

There was 
nothing 
self-effacing 
about Goodwin. 
He blew often and 
hard for half a century in Sedalia and 
did not desist even after he lost a leg 
from com plications arising 
after 
a 


fracas on Ohio avenue with an irate 
reader of his paper. 
Losing a leg on principle is not an 
established forte am ong new spaper 
men. 
The unfortunate incident in­ 
volving Goodwin is ju st one of many 
m isfortunes befalling new spaper men, 
m odest ones as well as those with 
over-developed ego. Statistically how- 
ever, the latter offers m ore potential 
for sudden incapacitation. 
Prospective journalists should not 
be discouraged by the grievous bur­ 
dens of new spaper people who are 
supposed to be, among many things, 
a fount of inform ation.

these is like an aggravating interro­ 
gation coming from a young woman 


today:

Doubt Red Leaders’ Good Judgment 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Berlin Place to Step on U.S. ‘’Corns’

WASHINGTON — During the backstage 
White House discussions over the Professor 
Barghoom incident, all sorts of theories 
have been given for the hardening policies 
of Moscow. 
The theories have ranged from Khrush­ 
chev’s troubles with the Red Army, to a 
desire to show firmness against Red Chinese 
charges of appeasement, to the belief that 
some of the incidents were caused by sub­ 
ordinates without the knowledge of top men 
in the Kremlin. 
It is, of course, true that Khrushchev has 
had his troubles with the Red Army, and 
last winter fired the Chief of Staff, Mar­ 
shal Matvei Zakharov, and the Chief of Mili­ 
tary Intelligence, Gen. I. A. Serov. This was 
the culmination of a running argument 
which apparently began when Khrushchev 
pulled Russian missiles out of Cuba in what 
military leaders considered an abject sur­ 
render to the United States. 
Following Cuba, Marshal Malinovsky, the 
Minister of Defense, was reported irked and 
downgraded. Apparently he was not down­ 
graded very much, because he continued 
on the job. But he certainly appeared to be 
irked, because he made a public statement 
differing with published accounts that his 
chief, Nikita Khrushchev, was really re­ 
sponsible for the great Russian victory at 
Stalingrad. 
This was equivalent to Secretary of De­ 
fense NcNamara saying publicly that John

clear testing in the late summer of 1961 
and its vigorous opposition to a reduction 
in the officer strength in 1960. 
Despite this friction, however, it’s not be­ 
lieved that the Red Army is the over-rid­ 
ing reason for the worsening of US-USSR 
relations so soon after the Test Ban thaw. 
Nor is the desire to combat Chinese ac­ 
cusations of appeasement considered an 
over-riding reason. It is true that an ex­ 
tremely important European Communist 
meeting is now taking place in Moscow and 
a decision is imminent as to whether the 
Chinese shall be expelled from the Com­ 
munist brotherhood or relations improved. 
The basic difference between Moscow and 
Peking is over co-existence with the Capi­ 
talist world, and it is possible that Khrush­ 
chev wants to toughen his tactics in order 
to meet the Chinese halfway without actual­ 
ly yielding to their basic policy that war is 
inevitable. 
All of the above may influence Soviet 
strategy. 
Khrushchev’s Personal Mail 
However, it’s believed that the key to 
recent hardening of relations may be found 
in some personal letters which Krushchev 
has written to President Kennedy plus some 
statements he has made to private visitors. 
He told Kennedy in one letter that he 
considered the question of Berlin entirely 
separate from other East-West relations and 
that it had no bearing on the thaw. He gave 
the distinct impression that he would con­ 
tinue to press for a Berlin solution until he 
gets one. He told me last summer that the 
Berlin Wall was not to come down. It must 
remain. And in one letter to Kennedy he 
said, “ We are like to men tugging on a 
rope” over Berlin. 
Mr. K also told American visitors pri­ 
vately: “ Berlin is a good place for us to 
step on your corns.’’ In talking to another 
western diplomat he said that it was a good 
idea to stir up the West from time to time, 
but that he fully intends to continue co­ 
existence. 
The above, plus retaliation for the arrest 
of Soviet spies in the United States, is prob­ 
ably the key to the Professor Barghoorn 
case and the general worsening of relations. 
Soviet officials, operating with their own 
government press, do not understand the 
impact of public opinion in the United 
States. 
And, getting nettled and impatient ovbr 
incidents in this country plus the long de­ 
lays over Berlin negotiations, they react. 
After the Camp David talks with Eisen­ 
hower, it was e.xpected that a Summit Con­ 
ference would be called within a few weeks 
to discuss Berlin. It was postponed and 
postponed. With each postponement, Khrush­ 
chev boiled privately, until he boiled over 
publicly about the U-2 at the Paris Meeting. 
In Moscow last July, Averell Harriman 
persuaded Khrushchev to separate a Test 
Ban Treaty from a non-agression pact be­ 
tween NATO and the Warsaw Pact nations. 
Almost six months have now passed and 
there has still been no negotiating regarding 
a non-agression pact. This is reported to be 
one of the chief reasons for Moscow’s pre­ 
sent needling ire.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Kennedy administration has ex­ 
pressed serious doubts about the 
Russian leaders’ good judgment 
in testing the nerve of the West, 
particularly that of the United 
States. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara put it this way in 
a talk Monday night: “ I do not 
regard the present Communist 
leaders as wholly reckless in ac­ 
tion. 
“ But recent experience, 
in 
Cuba and, on a lesser scale, in 
Berlin, has no* persuaded me 
that I can predict with confi­ 
dence the sorts of challenge that 
Communist leaders will come 
to think prudent and profit­ 
able.’’ 
In addition, this McNamara 
talk before the Economic Club 
of New York had an unusually 
tough tone for the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration which has tried to 
avoid sabre-rattling. 
The 
secretary 
compared 
American and Russian military 
power and flatly claimed nu­ 
clear superiority for the United 
States. He said the Communists 
have sought to avoid a big war 
with the West. 
This 
doesn’t 
mean 
they 
won’t try smaller challenges if 
they think they can get away 
with them. What if they try 
them, as they did in Cuba and 
at Berlin? 
McNamara gave them a warn­ 
ing: The best way to stop them 
from the smaller adventures is 
to assure them such short of all- 
out-war 
tries 
would 
meet 
“ prompt, effective military’’ re­ 
sponse. 
In short: Stop them cold and 
let them decide to back off or 
keep pushing into the big war 
they want to avoid. 
Much of 
McNamara’s talk 
was devoted to American nu­ 
clear superiority, for example: 
“ The Soviets are estimated to 
have today only a fraction as 
many intercontinental missiles 
as we do.” But he acknow­ 
ledged the Russians are a big 
threat to Europe, 
with 
their 


hundreds 
of 
intermediate-and 
medium - range ballistic mis­ 
siles. 
The Russians recently acted 
up, creating tensions in Europe 
and here, when they blockaded 
American troop trucks on the 
autobahn in East Germany be­ 
fore letting them through to 
Berlin. 
This was a sudden and ugly 
show of Soviet force after what 
had seemed slightly improved 
American - Russian relations. 
The Kennedy administration 
may have intended the McNa­ 


mara talk to be a reminder to 
the Russians not to get too nut­ 
ty — as they were in Cuba and 
seem to have been on the auto­ 
bahn — or push too hard. 
At no place in his talk, how­ 
ever, did McNamara suggest 
that war with Russia would be 
a one-way street, with the So­ 
viets on the receiving end alone. 
He stressed the need to recog­ 
nize that “ strategic nuclear war 
would under all forseeable cir­ 
cumstances be bilateral — and 
highly

to

sides.”

YOUR EYES AND VISUAL FUNCTIONS 


A pictu re of a family reading in their living room 
graphically illu strates a common prob lem leading to im­ 
paired sight in growing children. The father and mother 
were shown reading while seated one on each side of 
the tab le reading lamp 
The b oy was reading while lying 
on the floor well away from any light sou rce. The you ng 
dau ghter was seated on the divan mu ch too far away 
from the light. 


Children shou ld b e ob served while reading or playing 
games requ iring u se of the eyes at close range. 
They 
shou ld he close to a good light sou rce. 
Light intensity 
diminishes rapidly the farther one is removed from the 
light sou rce. 
Reading, stu dying or u sing their eyes in 
any work at close range withou t su fficient light cau ses 
strain and stress that resu lt in impaired sight in growing 
children. 


Another common prob lem with you ng children in the 
home is their innate desire to sit or stand too close to 
the TV Screen, 
You ng children seem to want to move 
right into the pictu re to b ecome a part of the action. 
This is an ab normal u se of you ng eyes and a cau se of 
myopia or near-sightedness. The child shou ld b e indu ced 
to sit ten or twelve feet from the screen and not permitted 
to view TV too long at a time. 


The Missou ri Optometrie As.sociation advises that 
keeping the child indoors too mu ch is the cau se of ou r 
poorly developed children. The child shou ld b e permitted 
lo ru n. ju mp and play in the open air as mu ch as pos­ 
sib le. 
Only b y doing so can the child develop a healthy 
well developed b ody with normal visu al skills.
